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Imagine then the pure abstract process of history - the comparison between 
Graeco-Roman and Medieval and then Modern Epistemes which then is the sphere 
which connectivities into small moments in Christ’s life as he was in a village and 
reading under a tree which then is a spiritual resemblance to Sirohi reading a 
modern philosophical work in a road or park, which then is multiplicities of 
connectivities such as the one about Christ and Paul and their resurrection news 
under a Prophetic shadow in a monastery which becomes a long message to the 
Roman empire, which is then law and even law books being made by Paul and even 
a conjuncture of leaving for Italy which then becomes modern stories of Sirohi 
talking to the Pope.
